W HEREAS an Act was passed in the Thirteenth Year of Preamble. 

Her Majesty, Chapter Two, to restrain Party Processions J 3 2 &14V,ct ' 
in Ireland, and it is expedient that the said Act should be 
amended: Be it therefore enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent 
5 Majesty, by and with the Advice and Consent of the Lords Spiritual 
and Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, 
and by the Authority of the same, as follows ■- 



I. Any Person who shall publicly exhibit or display in or upon any MbHtoii 
Building or Place, or otherwise, or who, having the Possession or 
10 Custody of, or the Control over, any Building or Place, shall permit latei to 
or suffer to be publicly exhibited or displayed in or upon the same 5^’°^ 
any Banner, Emblem, Flag, or other Symbol, and any Person who toteaMis- 
shall publicly meet and parade with others, or play any Music, sing < cmca 
any Song, ring any Bell or Bells, discharge any Fire-arms, or make 
15 any other public Display or Demonstration, in such a Manner as may 
be calculated or tend to provoke Animosity betweeu different Classes 
of Her Majesty’s Subjects, shall be guilty of a Misdemeanor, and 
upon Conviction thereof shall be punished accordingly.

II. It shall be lawful for any Justice of the Peace, by Warrant 
under his Hand, to authorize and empower any County or Sub- 
Inspector of Constabulary, Head or other Constable, to enter any 
ttuihhng or Place m or upon which any such Banner, Emblem, Flag 
or other. Symbol shall be exhibited, and to remove and detain such 5 
Banner Emblem, Flag, or other Symbol; and any Person who shall 
obstruct such County or Sub-Inspector, Head or other Constable 
-m entering such Building or Place, or in removing and detaining 
such Banner, Emblem, Flag, or other Symbol, shall be guilty of a 
Misdemeanor, and punished accordingly, and such Banner, Emblem, 10 
Hag, or other Symbol shall on such Conviction be forfeited to Her 
Majesty.

HI. If any Persons shall publicly meet or parade with Music or 
discharge any Fire-arms, with Intent to provoke or in such Manner as 
may tend to provoke Animosity between different Classes of Her is 
Majesty s Subjects, it shah be lawful for any Justice of the Peace 
County or Sub-Inspector of Constabulary, Head or other Constable’ 
to seize and detain any Musical Instruments and Fire-arms in the 
Possession of such Persons, and such Musical Instruments and
